and parties of Egyptian soldiers laden with 
booty, with whom we exchanged shots, kill- 
ing a fewand scattering the rest. 

the day crowds of Europeans of all nations 
came ashore from the ships. Many presented 
a pitiable spectacle as they sat down and 
gazed onthe ruins of their former homes. 
Yesterday forenoon a great commotion waa 
heard at the palace. On making inquiries as to 
the cause I was informed the Khedive’s 
sister-in-law had just died. Disbelieve all 
rumors of fighting with Arabi’s forces such 
as are afloat here. Yesterday news was 
brought to Lord Charies Beresford that some 
Egyptian stokers were getting up steam and 
preparing to remove the locomotives. A 
party was at once dispatched to the spot, and 
arrived just in time to stop halt a dozen en- 
Eines about to start with trains laden with 
coal and grain. A portion of the rails has 
been removed and the culvert blown up, 
which will prevent a repetition of the at- 
tempt. Owing to the threatened attack of 
Arabi every arrangement was made to insure 
the defenders a circle of walls as an oppor- 
tunity for falling back simultaneously on the 
palace, which is commanded by the guns of 
the fleet. in case the enemy should force an 
entry at any point. 

THE NIGHT PASSED 

without any sign of Arabi’s army being in 
the vicinity. A proclamation declaring the 
city under martial law will be issued by the 
Khedive. The native population has been 
streaming back into the city all day through 
the various gates with loaded donkeys, car- 
riages and vehicles of all descriptions. They 
are well pleased that the discord is at anend 
and their houses untouched. On Friday 
THE EGYPTIAN FLAG 

was hoisted on Fort Marabout and two fron- 
clads steamed down toit. The Egyptian flag 
was again lowered and a white flag run up, 
but no further steps were taken, and as yes- 
terday the fort still remainedin the hands of 
the enemy, it was determined unless it sur- 
rendered it should be bombarded to-day. 
This evening the Khedive sent some horse- 
men with orders to the commanding officers 
to surrender, but upon their return the 
cavalry brought word the garrison had with- 
drawn in the nicht. Some German sailors 
protecting the German hospital, in which are 
many sick under the care of the German sis- 
terhood, hurried through the town on a false 
alarm that the enemy were approaching. 
When challenged by our pickets they foolishly 


men, thinking they were marauders, fired, 
and the Germans, believing the same of us, 
replied. Fora time 
THE SCENE WAS ONE OF WILD CONFUSION: 
The Germans ran through the town. Our 
alarm signals were sounded ali along the line. 
Everybody turned out, thinking the city was 
attacked. The only casualty of the night 
was that of Lieut. Aplin, of the Hector, 
who shot himself by the accidental discharge 
of his revolver. The Khedive authorized the 
issue of a proclamation that the English Ad- 
miral, being charged by permission of the 
Khedive with the duty of maintaining order 
in Alexandria, commands that all persons, 
European or native, caught firing houses 
shall be shot, and all plunderers arrested in 
the act be punished for the first offense, and 
shot if repeating it. The Khedive will this 
evening issue a proclamation declaring Arabi 
and his followers rebels and mutineers. The 
last news this afternoon is that Arabi has 
6,000 infantry, 36 guns, 400 cavalry, one rocket 
and one Gatling battery. He has also a large 
body of irregulars. Order is very loosely 
kept, and he was obliged yesterday

VIEWS OF THE POWERS. 

LONDON, July 17.—A Oonstantinople dis- 
patch states that Count Corti is strongly op- 
posed to tne Anglo-Erench Control system in 
Egypt. Oron, the representative of the Czar, 
is by no means kindly disposed toward the 
law of Egyptian liquidation, which was es- 
tablished under the auspices of Sir River 
Wilson, and to which Russia and the United 
States were the last who somewhat reluc- 
tantly gave their consent to its enactment, 
Baron Hirschfeld, the German representa- 
tive, is kno wn to favor the unrestricted mili- 
tary intervention of Turkey. This, again, is 
quite opposed to the ideas of the Marquis 
De Noallles and is against the traditional 
policy of France. Baron Calice, the Austrian 
Ambasador, is in favor of backing out of the 
Nile mud bank into which European diplo- 
matic craft has buried its nose. 


TORTURING A WOMAN, 

ALEXANDRIA, July 17.—Admiral Seymour 
base issued a manifesto announcing he has un- 
dertaken with the consent of the Egyptian 
government the restoration of order. Nobody 
is allowed to leave the town after sunset. 
During the massacre soldiers set fire to the 
house of a timber merchant. A maid servant 
escaped to the garden where she remained, 
surrounded by fire, the soldiers laughing at 
her agony and firing at her but purposely 
avoiding the infilction of fatal injury 
preferring to see her burn to death. Finally 
she rushed through the flames, and though 
wounded by bayonet thrusts she succeeded in 
securing refuge in the ruins, where she was 
discovered by the marines and handed over 
to the Americans. 

EASILY REPUISED.

AT PORT S&mD. 

Port Sal, July 17.—There is an immense 

number of refugees here. Many women and 
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Europeans are imperfectly armed with re- 
volvers and sporting guns. They fear they 
will de attacked by a large force of Bedouins, 
who, it is stated, are assembling in the 
desert. There are’ 1,500 Arabs at Fort 
Guelm!, six miles hence, throwing up earth- 
works. Three British, four French, two 
Italian and one Spanish men-of-war are in 
the harbor. The Governor is loyal to the 
Khedive, but the Egyptian Colonel, who 
commands 250 men here, is suspected.

LONDON, July 17.—A dispatch from Cal- 
cutta reports that the last mail steamer sailed 
with 1,500 commissary tents and a large 

quantity of stores on board for Suez. 
ARRIVED. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 17.— The Northum- 
berland with seven hundred men, the 
Tamar with ninety-one marines, and the 
Salamis and Agincourt arrived here.

ALEXANDRIA, July 17.—Toulba Pasha, the 
military commander of Alexandria, is stated 
to have personally engaged in the looting and 
arson. The Austrian consulisthe only for- 
eign diplomat who thought it necessary to 
quit Alexandria. He has gone to Port Said. 
Dervisch Pasha states that he has sent fifteen 
telegrams to Constantinople for troops, and 
all are unanswered. The Egyptian Gazette 
was published to-day, a native newspaper 
started under the control of the British au- 
thorities. The party of sailors and members 
of tbe Khedive's body-guard,previously refer- 
red to, penetrated to within thirty yards of 
Arabi Pasha’s lines.

LIEUT. GORRINGE. 


A Favorable View of Arabi Pasha— 
British Bombardment Condemned. 
From a New York Special. 

Lieut.-Commander Gorringe, who spent 
over eight months in and around Alexandria, 
preparing to remove the obelisk, has been 
interviewed bythe World onthe Egyptian 
crisis. He thinks the bombardment of Alex- 
andria was a brutal and unjustifiable act, and 
that what the British Government wanted 
was a pretext for war on the National party 
in Egypt, simply to get control of Egypt, and 
especially of the Suez Canal. England, he 
says, will have no serious difficulty in sub- 
duing the Egyptian arme in a short time after 
hostilities on land begin, unless admirals 
and generals should continue to make such 
mistakes as have been made by Admiral 
Seymour. “I can not conceive,” says he, 
“how it was possible for him to let Arabi 
Pasha and the Egyptian army escape from 
Alexandria as he did. That army could 


not have escaped from the for- 
tifications without having exposed 
themselves to the guns of the com- 


binea British fleet, in such a way as to insure 
their own destruction if any attempt had 


been made to destroy them.“ With regard 
to the loss ef property he says: It will 
doubtless take millions of pounds 
to repair the damage done to 
the fortifications.

„As he has no army to oppose any move- 
ments he may make, Arabi has run no risks 
in dividing his forces. I think he is going 
with a detachment of troops to the Suez 
Canal, with the intention of destroying it if 
possible. The other detachment is retreating 
to Cairo, with the intention of making a stand 
there. The British haye now done their 
worst until they have had time to land an 
army. There is not water enough in the 
Nile for gunboats to ascend the river to 
Cairo. Even at high water there is not more 
than five or six feet of water on the bars at 
the mouth. while the smallest of the English 

nboate draw from ten to twelve feet. So 

ngiand must depend for future operations 
entirely on her land forces. Still, I think 
Arabi will nat be able to defend Cairo very 
wel! against English troops. The Arabs and 
Egyptians are not trained soldiers, and may 
be regarded as rather contemptible from a 
military standpoint.

I left Egypt Arabi Pasha was not very well 
known except as one of the earnest leaders of 
the National party. I met him frequently and 
conversed with him on Egyptian politics upon 
several occasions. He struck me as a man of 
much force, but not of remarkable capacity. 


In mann he was always earnest and 
the mainspring of his thoughts 
and adtions seemed to be a patriotism 


of the most lofty type. He never expressed 
any dislike for Christians, but frequently gave 
expression to feelings of the most intense bit- 
terness against the English. In one conversa- 
tion he spoke of the great harm that had re- 
sulted to Exypt and the great benefit that had 
accrued to England from the construction of 
the Suez Canal. With the whole history of 
this work he was perfectly familiar. He dwelt 
with great earnestness on the brutal treat- 
ment of the native force of laborers by the 
French engineers, and his earnestness rose to 
eloquence when he related how they had been 
left to starve and famish without water on 
more than one occasion. He was keenly alive 
to the fact that soslong’as the Sues Canal re- 
mained open Egypt could never profit by her 
national position as lying on the shortest 
route between England and India. One 
thing struck me as very sensible, and that 
was that a small tax should be levied on 
the tonnage that passed through the canal, 
which should be used toward the payment of 
ihe interest on the Egyptian debt. He said 
openly that haa he the power, he would des- 
stroy the canal unless such atax were con- 
sented to by France and England. To destroy

AN ENGLISH SIEGE-TRAIN. 


The Big Guns and Equipments for the 
British Expedition. 


A Woolwich correspondent of the London 
Times writes that considerable commotion 
has been created at Woolwich by the arrival 
of orders for the siege-trainto be in readi- 
ness within twenty-four hours, and the royal 
carriage department, upon which the chief 
burden of the labor falls, is straining every 
nerve to meet the demands upon its energies. 
In peaceable times the guns and equipment 
of the siege-train are put aside in the 
disused slips at the dockyaid 
and other places, every carriage and 
article bearing its particular number and the 
number of the unit to which it belongs, and 


forward for service when called for with great 
facility. Hosts of wagons and other vehicies 
which have not been moved for a long while 
are now being hastily removed and defects 
made good. The siege-train consists of two 
units, one heavy and one light. The heayy 
unit will comprise eight 64-pounder guns of 
64 cwt., eight 40-pounders of 35 ewt., and 
fourteen of the new 8-inch howitzers of 46 
cwt.; a total ordnance of thirty pieces, all 
provided with siege traveling carriages and 
attended by fifteen truck carta, sixty 
store and ammunition wagons, three forges, 
three sling wagons, etc. he light siege unit 
will be composed of ten 40-pounder guns of 
35 cwt., ten 25-pounders of 18 cwt., and ten 
of the 6.3-inch howitzers of 18 cwt., these 
thirty pieces being waited upon by eighty- 
three wagons and carriages of various de- 
scriptions. With each ofthese units will be 
taken six 7-pounder muzzle-loading steel 
guns of 200 pounds for light service, and 800 
of Hale’s 24-pound rockets, with six tubes 
for firing the same. All the ammunition 
boxes are carried filled, and all the shells, 
etc., charged. Each gun will have a carriage 
with elevator for over-bank fire 
and will be provided with pivot- 
pieces for both siege and over-bank service. 
There are also supplied with each unit 1,088 of 
the Martini- Henry rifled carbine breech-load- 
ers, with bayonets and fiitings complete, and 
22.000 rounds of emall-arm cartridges. The 
artillery force appointed to serve with a unit 
of the siege-train will consist of 8 batteries, 
including 8 majors, 8 captains, 16 lieutenants 
and 1,100 non-commissioned officers and men. 
The garrison at Woolwich is rather short of 
artillery at preseat, owing to the absence of 
several batteries at their annual firing 
practice: but to-day Major Mont- 
moreney's Battery (B. of B brigade, R. 
H. A.) will return trom Shoeburyness; 
Major Gardner’s is on the road from Hay, 
and two other batteries—Maj. Loraine’s and 
Maj. Grubb’s—are shortly expected from 
Dungeness. Two field batteries (X of the 
First Brigade and N of the Fourth) were 
ordered to proceed to Hay for practice, and 
two others are, according to present arrange - 
ments, to go to Aldershot.

English Commanders.

Sir Garnet Wolseley, who is probably to 
Jead the British military expedition to Eeypt, 
has, in a military career of thirty years, es- 
tablished his reputation as one of the ablest 
and most successful Generals of the present 
day. Entering the service as Ensign in 
March, 1852, he rapidly rose to the rank of 
Colonel. He served in the Burmese war of 
1852-53, for which he received a medal. 
Afterward he achieved distinction in the 
Crimea. At the seige of Sebastopol he was 
severely wounded, and received the French 
Legion of Honor and the fifth class of the 
Turkish badge of the Medjidie. At the siege of 
Lucknow he was made brevet Lieutenant- 
colonel, and in 1850 he received a medal and 
two clasps for his services in the Chinese 
campaign. He commanded the expedition to 
the Red River, Canada, in 1867, going as Quar- 
termaster-general. In August, 1873. Wolse- 
ley was appointed to command the British 
troops on the Goid coast during the Ashantee 
war, With the local rank of major-general, 
and tnere signally defeated the enemy. Ona 
bis return to England Sir Garnet Wolseley 
received the thanks of parliament and a 
grant of £25,000. Ke was also created K. C. 
B. At the commencement of 1875 Sir 
Garnet Wolseley was dispatched to 
Natal to administer the government of that 
colony. After remaining in command of the 
auxiliary forces until November, 1876, he was 
appointed Administrator of the Island of 
(Cyprus under the style of her Majesty’s High 
Commissioner and Commander-inOhief.

CRIMINAL COURT. 


Kring Asks te be Admitted to Bail 
Because His Conviction 
Is Illegal. 
Several Cases Disposed of and Matters 
‘ Entertained by Judge Laughlin. 


This morning Mr. L. D. Seward presented 
the following motion in the case of Charies F. 
Kring, who is now confined in jail under con- 
viction for murder in the first degree: Now 
comesthe defendant in the above entitled 
cause and moves the court for an or- 
der releasing him from custody on bail 
because (1) since the rendition of the judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court of this State affirm- 
ing the judgment of this court said cause has 
been taken by writ of error (a copy of which is 
On file ia this court) to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and the presumption that 
he was legally convicted is not great.’’ 


Judge Laughlin announced, on the presenta- 
tion of the matter to his atteation, that it was 
his opinion he had no jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter. A special Judge had been called for by 
the defendant, who cSaimed the elect- 
ive Judge was disqualified to try 
the case. Judge Burkhart was appointed 
and tried the case which, resulted in a convic- 
tion and which was aflirmedin the Court of 
Appeals and Supreme Court, buton a writ 
of error was taken to the United States 
Sureme Court, where it now is, 
docketed, and will likely be called in Octo- 
ber. When a special judge tried the case, 
all connection was ended with the sitting 
Judge of the circuit. Mr. Seward said he was 
convinced that the regular Judge of the cir- 
cult would entertain a motion, although he 
was disqualified from rs at the trial. 
Judge Laughlin placed the matter on the 
law docket for argument. 

To-day the fact was brought to Judge Laugh- 
lin’s attention that John Parker, wiio is 
seriously sick, is lving in s cell in the City Jail. 
He was admitted tothe City Hospital on an 
orden made by Judge Laughlin, but was 
discharged and returned to jail by Dr. Dean, 
who pronounced him sufliciently recovered to 
be returned tothe fail.

The Rare Scenery inand Around Las 
Vegas and Las Alimos. 
— 
A Typical Mexican Dinner —4 Mexican 
Belle—Sloth and Progress— 
A Rare Picture. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Las VEGas, N. M., July 12, 1882.—Such a 
perfect morning! The deep, brilliant biue of 
the sky is unrelieved by a cloud as big as a 
rose leaf. To the right the level plateau 
reaches to the horizon, ite intense green 
broken by the great yellow clusters of the 
cactus blossom; to the left rise the green 
foot-hills and pine-clad mountain tops, and 
farther away the eternal snow-peaks gleam 
in the dazzling sunshine; the valleys and lit- 
tle hollows amid the mountains are full of 
dense, blue shadows, and over all sweeps the 
suow-chliled wind, thrilling every nerve with 
a gladness born of the morning. Before us 
stretches a road as firm and level, as a race- 
track for we are on our way to. Las Alimos, 
twelve miles across the country and just that 
distant from the nearest railroad. Here and 
there on the bare hills rise the rude wooden 
crosses, each with a little heapof stones at 
its foot, and beneath lies all that was mor- 
tal of the Mexican who dreamed bis life away 
amid his hills. There is something grimly 
pathetic in the barren simplicity of these 

‘rudely marked graves, guiltiess of inscription 
or ornament, and made just where the greund 
is most bare and stoney. 

Objects looking very much like animated 
wood-piles are coming toward us, and as we 
draw nearer sleader legs and Jong ears be- 
come visible and the gentie-faced burros trot 
by us, urged on by a picturesque-looking 
Mexican, whose black eyes and white teeth 
gieam beneath the shades of his broad- 
brimmed sombrero. The drive ends all too 
soon, and Las Alimos is before us. Here we 
have aclearer view of the mountains, and the 
‘rolling land is rich with verdure. The vil- 
lage contains a score of adobe houses, many 
of them with cultivated grounds—a little 
adobe chapel, the immense adobe store and 
elegant moderm house of Andreas Sena. 
Alighting from our buggy, we pass up the 


broad walk into a wide hallway, thence into 


parlors as elegantly fitted up as any in the 
nristocratic precincts of Lucas place. Not to 
pe behind the times in any particular, Mr. 
Sena bas put up a telephonic Wire at his own 
expense, connecting his village with this 
2 a distance of twelve miles, as I have 
said. 

Father Antone, the priest of this dlocese, 
came in, and at my eager request showed us 
the little Mexican chapel. The whitewashed 
walls are bare save forthe bright-colored 
lithographs illustrating the life of our Savior. 
The floor is guiltless of carpet, and there are 
no seats, for the Mexicans either kneel or 
stand during services. The altar is the same 
asin any Catholic chapel, except that at the 
left of the chancel rail is a life-size fgure of 
Christ in red and purple robes, and opposite 
Him the blue-robed Virgin bends ae & 

ur 
biief rest and pleasant visit ended, we start 
for and in due time reach Sapello. The very 
geniusof desolation seems to have made this 
piace its home. Nothing but sand and rocks, 
rocks and sand, and we have lost sight of our 
beautiful mountalns. The half dozen adobe 
nuts seem deserted, and the one adobe store 
seemingly contained all the life within a 
radius six miles square. ‘I own all the land 
vou can see, with a comprehensive wave of 
bis hand, and have 80,000 sneep on the 
plains,““ said the proprietor as he led the 
vay to dinner. 

Do you want to know of what a genuine 
Mexican dinner consists? First, last, and 
everywhere in the menu comes the national 
Gish, chilli colorado,“ nothing more or less 
than stewed red peppers. This was our din- 
rer—Lamb, stewed with new potatoes, onions 
and berbs and chilli, lamb’s liver boiled with 
onions, lamb’s liver, heart, brains and blood, 
slewed with onions and herbs, stewed beans, 
sweet milk, rye bread, and for desert ;sour 
cream, peaches and sweet native wine. Im- 
risdiately after dinner we started on our 
bomeward way, via Hot Springs. I shal! say 
nothing about this latter place until I write 
you about the very swell affair that is to come 
o there in a few days Mr. Frost calls it an 
„Orientlal night,” and all the dons and 

randees in the Territory are to be preseut, 

‘his is certainly a country of wide contrasis, 
Here in Vegas sre telephones, electric bells, 
Street cars, water-works, and two daily 
sapers, and the Mexican peasant still builds 
+1 one - room adobe, and the women calmiy 
survey the jrapid progress of affairs through 
tneir cigaretie smoke. 

It is as if they were stranded on the rocks 
ot prejudice and inertia, dismayed by the

ancestors of a hundred years agone |i d anc 
cied so Will they tive and die for hundreds of 
yours to come. I have yet to see a handsome 
or even pretty woman among the lower 
classes. They are invariably ill-formed, 
black-skinned, eyes like black beads, and are 
anything but cleun. Old and young wear the 
biack shawl thrown over the head, drawn 
across the breast and one end flung over the 
left shoulder, and this is their one graceful 
article of dress. I saw a little Mexican belle 
yosterday arrayed in a red satin dress; the 
shawl had slipped from her head, displaying 
the close knot ot black hair ornamented with 
long silver pins tipped with big silver balis; 
heavy silver rings swung from ber ears, and 
a bright green paraso! about the size ofa 
dinner plate completed this very striking 
costume,and between her lips was the inevit- 
able vigarette. A parasol and cigarette seem 
absolutely essential to the most poverty- 
stricken. But the wealthy people. who have 
been educated, prove themselves splendid 
business men and are always successful in 
Whatever profession or business they may 
choose, and the ladies are bright and intelli- 
Kent, with gentle, courteous manners. In- 
deed, as a people, the Mexicans seem natur- 
ally gentle and polite.

Thirteen Days on a Bicycle. 
Letter to the Pall Mali Gazette. 


A somewhat remarkable bicycle ride has 
been accomplished in the course of the 
last fortnight by the Hon. 1. Kaith-Falcon- 
er, the distance traveled being from Land’s 
End to Jobn o’Groat’s House. Mr. Kaith- 
Falconer, an old Harrovian and Cantab, is a 
well known amateur bicyclist, and for some 
time past contemplated a journey son wheels 
from one end of tne island to the other. He 
went déwn to Penzance toward the end of 
last month, but the weather being very un- 
promising the start was delayed for some 
time, and even after a week’s delay the 
wind and rain nad not aitogether abated. He 
left Land’s End Hotel early on the morning 
of Mondav, the Oth inst., and traversed 
Cornwall rapidly. The Devonshire roads 
were, as usual, bad and difficult, but those 
in Somersetsehire gradually improved, and 
the journey through the center of England 
was rapid and prosperous. Near Rugby the 
first accident occurred from the breaking of 
a spring, but it was repaired in a few hours. 
Rain had thus fara good deai impeded the 
traveler, though it apparantly had not damp- 
ened bis ardor; but with the Yorkshire jour- 
ney began a coatinuous series of northwest 
winds, which beat full in his face, increasing 
as he drew near the border, and when he en- 
tered Scotland attaining the violence of a 
positive gale. It was heart-breaking work 
to struggle against thie, and it needed a con- 
siderablej amount of physical strength, as 
well as of jcourage, to bear up ju the face of 
it. For three or four days, with varying 
force, the blast had been beating against the 
bicycle, and Mr. Kaith-Falconer who had 
had to walk in some cases for ten 
miles or more, from the impossibility 
of forcing his way against the wind, 
found his foot becoming swollen and useless. 
He held on, however, and on Thursday 
night, the 15th—the second Thursday of the 
expedition—he found himself at Daluhinnie 
with the wind at last abating. He was then 
at a distance of 215 miles from his goal, and 
his foot was very painful. However, bath- 
ing and poulticing did somothing for it, and 
on Friday morning the weather and the 
road were inviting. Hetsaw his opportuniiy 


and started at 9:15 in the morning 
from Daluhionie. That day be lunch- 
ed at Inverness, dined at Dingwall and 


Saturday he started 
for the last time, rode along the coast of 
Sutherland, mounted the Ord of Caithness 
before the sun had set, reached Wiek a few 
minutes after midnight, and 3:20 on the morn- 
ing of Sunday. the 18th, he was knocking at 
the door of the John o“ Groat’s Hotel. So 
ended an enterprising and interesting ride. 
It is certainly the first time that a traveler has 
journeyed from end to end of our island by 
the force of his own personal exertions in the 
space of less than a fortnight. The distance 
was exactly 994 miles, and the time occupied 
twelve days, twenty-three and a quarter 
hours, or. speaking roughly, thirteen days. 
The last 215 miles were ridden in forty-two 
hours.

GEN. MACPHERSON. 


The Commander of the English Invad- 
ing Force From India. 
From the Toronto Globe. 

There are fer more Se ular officers in the 
Indian army than Sir — T. Macpherson. 
A scion of the celebrated house of Clueny 
Macpherson, in the Spey Valley of Lochaber, 
the beauties of which are still sung by many 
an emigrant in the singulariy plaintive wail 
known as “Lochaber No More,” an air which 
in the British Highland regiments occasion- 
ally changes — in the regular funeral 
marches with the Flowers of the Forest“ 
andthe Dead March in Saul.“ Herbert 
Macpherson entered the British army at an 
eariy age, and soon saw service in the troubles 
which spread like wildfire through Hindostan 
when the flames of the great mutiny first 
broks out in the cantonments of Mecan- Meer 
in 1857, Joining the Indian staff corps—a 
system which it would be next to 
impossible to describe as compared with the 
regular East India military service, although 
its essentiai element is that an officer belong 
ing to it may qualify both for the military and 
lucrative civil service—Herbert Macpherson 
rose rapidly in favor with Lord Napier, of 
Magdala, formerly Sir R. Napier, and other 
Commanders-in-chief in India. In March, 
1872, he was ranked as a Colonel, much about 
the same time as Sir Richard Meade, Kuight 
of the Star of India, who won fame first as 
the capturer of the rebel Tantia Topee in the 
jungles of Central India, and afterward as the 
Political Resident of Baroda at the time 
when, five years ago, Mulharrao Gaek war, & 
Mahratta pcince ruling 4,000,000 people, was 
put upon his trial for attempting to poison 
Colonel, now General, Phayre, with arsenic 
and diamond dust. This trial was the 
same in which Serjeant’ Ballantine 
earned within a month’s time his re- 
markable fee of £10,000, or $50,000, as ad- 
vocate forthe Gaekwar's defense, In 1880, 
after the first Afghan campaign in 1879-80, 
Col. Macpherson was promoted to the Major- 
Generalship while he was in command of the 
divisional stoffe the Bengal army. It was 
while he wes on duty during the Afghan 
campaign iu 1880 that Mr. Yates, of the Lon- 
don World, yi off a somewhat humorous 
story with regzerd to him and his regiment. It 
appears that the London Standard had tele- 
graphed to its correspondent, Macpherson, in 
the. Koorum Valley with Gen. Roberts, to 
proceed at once to Zululand. This telegram, 
by some mistake, waa sent, not to the corre- 
spondent, but to Gen. Macpherson, in the 

hyber Pass. The latter telegraphed backward 
and forward to the Government of India and 
the War Office in London, wishing to know 
whether he wasto take his Bengal regiment 
with him to the Cape. His nervous and tele- 
graphic excitement lasted for eight days, and 
when he discovered that all the time the tele- 
gram had been meant only for a correspond- 
ent ofthe same name he broke downina 
melancholy agony.

Two gentlemen from Vienna recently 
opened a matrimonial bureau in Bond street.

Others, on the 
other hand, want a fortune, but are not par- 
ticular as tothe wife. The women pretty 
much all want husbands at any cost, and have 
no obiections to husbands of means. The 
men of fortune who apply for wives confess 
to having anywhere from $2,000 to $5,000.

Suggestive Statistics. 
From the New York Evening Post. 
A striking contrast, showing the effect on 
municipal expenditure of the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors, is made by comparing the 
expenditure of two towns aot far from equal 
in population—Vineland, in New Jersey, 
where the sale of liquors is emma as well as 
legally 8 and Yonkers, N. I., whicn 
has 145 licensed drinking-places and seventy 
shops where liquor is old contrary to law. 
Vineiand bas about 12,000 inhabitants and 
Yonkers lesathan 15,000. Yonkers spends 
onits police $37,000; the police duties of 
Vineland are performed by one Constable at 
an annual expense of $75. Yonkers has 3 
Police Judge with a salary of $1,000 and a 
Clerk who is paid $800; Vineland bas no 
Police Court, and needs none. The paupers 
of Yonkers cost the town $12,000; Vineland 
bas a corresponding expense of $400. Aito- 
gether these articles of expense cost in Yonk- 
ers $53,800, in Vineland $475. Making pro- 
portionate allowance for the difference in 
population, the government of Yonkers, 80 
far as these expenses are concerned, costs 
more than pine times as much as that of 
Vineland. Probably not all of this difference 
is due to liquor-selling or liquor-drinking, 
but, after making every reasonable allowance 
for other influences, the residue, which can 
have no other expiauation, is etartling enough.

TAKES TIME TO THINK. 


Judge Laughlin Will Pass Sen- 
tence op Pate and Lehndorf 
To-Morrow. 


— — ~~ — 


Appeals for the Boss Gambler by His At- 
torneys—Proceedings in Court. 


The Criminal Court was densely packed this 
morning when Judge Laughlin ascended the 
bench. Afterthe meeting was announced 
the Sheriff was busily engaged for half an hour 
in an attempt to suppress tne buzz of 
conversation which drowned the voice 
ot the attorneys at the bar. A special jury 
was in attendance on the court from last week, 
and concerning the disposition of these Judge 
Laughlin asked of Col. Normile if there were 
any cases on the docket to be tried by special 
jury. There was no special jury called for 
in the case of McChesney. The 
jury present is in the Pate case, in which 


Mr. Pate has entered a plea of guilty, which 
disposes of that matter.’ 

McChesney said he would like to have a 
trial, but Judge Laughlin replied, ‘‘ It cannot 
be had to-day. Last week I did not make an 
order for a special jury. I will make one for 
to-morrow, however. 

Judge Vastine—We will consent to use the 
special jury which is in attendance. 

Normile—That would be very good, but it 
would be filegal. There are some things in 
which consent will not do. 

The witnesses were accordingly discharged 
until to-morrow morning. When the case of 
Robert C. Pate was called Mr. Patrick ap- 
proached the bar with his client. 

Arraigu for sentence, said Judge Laugh- 

n. 


Mr. Patrick said: ‘'Mr. Pate was indicted 
under an act of March 9, 1881, which was of an 
amendatory character, and again 
under an act of Mareh 2, 1881, 
in relation to establishing, setting up and 
maintaining a lottery or scheme of drawing. 
Iwant to make a statement in regard to tne 
measure of punishment. Both of these acts 
were entitled in the same manuer ‘in relation 
to public morals, public police and miscel- 
laneous matters.’ Mr. Pate :epresented in the 
first case in which he pieaded guilty that his 
course was prompted by a desire to test 
the validity of the law and that 
he then actea on the advice 
ot his atuorneys. The question which arose 
under the frst act is the same as that which 
arises under the act of March 22in relation to 
the lottery. The court in the first instance de- 
cided the law unconstitutional. Mr. Pate was 
advised that these acts were unconstitutional. 
Ican state positively, usI was his counsel. 


His course has shown that it 
was his object to test these matters. 
The Sugfeme Court deciared the act valid 


and good, and Mr. Pate yielded submission to 
the las in that instance, as he has in this. 
lie entered a plea of guilty in order to secure 
whatever clemency the court might regard as 
befliitiunz in view of this course. There has 
been much excitement, tne measure 
ot feeling has run unusually high, 
in fact extraordinarily so. Fearing 
that under the circumstances he would re. 
ceive a bigh sentence, ne entered a plea of 
guilty. He made up his mind of his own mo- 
tion and voluntarily submitted to the conse- 
quence of his pleas as he does now. And in 
view of this fact 1 appeal to the clemency of 
the court and ask toat the lowest pupishmeut 
be assessed, Col. Claiborne would like to say 
a few words.“ 

Col. Claiborne then addressed the court as 
follows: ‘‘I believe it is customary, your 
Honor, when a plea of guilty is entered, to 
make a statement to the court. Il wish to make 
a statement in this case. I have known Mr. 
Pate for thirteen years. There is something 
more than ordinary about the character of the 


man. I know I never heard him swear 
or utter an obscene word in my 
life. 1 never Knew him to take 
a drink. He is_ strictly temperate, 


and, what is more, I never heard of him 
gambling. This latter statement may require 
an explanation, in view of the fact that ne has 
pleaded guilty under this charge.

A DEED OF DARING. 


How an Engineer’s Bravery Avert- 
ed a Terrible Disaster. 


An Act ef Gallantry Which Outranks 
the British Ganner’s Act at 
Alexandria. 


An Associated Press cablegram from the seat 
of war contained the following intelligence: 


A gunner on board the Alezandra performed 
agallant deed. A lighted sbell feli upon the 
main deck. The gunner picked it up and im- 
mersed the burning fuse in a bucket of water. 
This is described as a wonderful piece of de- 
votion, more gallant than anything of the sort 
ever before chronicled. 


A POST-DISPATCH reporter met Mr. J. W. 
McCiellan, the broker and while talking of the 


above, that gentleman said: 

The statement is incorrectin one particu- 
lar. While. the act certainly shows great 
heroism inthe gallant gunner, vet it is not 
more galiant than anything of the kind ever 
before chronicled.’’ 

: 9 you recall a similar instance of dar- 
ng?’ 

“I do, just as daring and as gallant. 
In 1863, after the passage of the Union fleet 
under Admiral Porter by the Vicksburg bat- 
teries, it was decided by Gen. Grant to cross 
his army, then on the west bank of the Missis 
sippi, to tue east bank at Grand Guif at the 


mouth of the Big Biack River, 
from which the General was to 
have begun aggressive movements 
In order to learn the strength of tho 


Contederate batteries at this point a recon- 
noissance was made on board the steamer 
Gen. Price, a gunboat captured by the Uniou 
forces at the falls of Vicksburg. Gen. Grant 
was present, and, having drawn the tire of the 
battery.it was thought by both Admiral Porter 
and Gen. Grant that the capture of the place 
would be a matter of a very short time. The 


next morning the iron clads went 
into action. The current in the 
river, however, was 80 switt the eddy 


so treacherous, and the batteries so inaccessi 
bie to projectiles, that atter five heurs or more 
of almost incessant bombardment the gun- 
boats were forced to return to their former an- 
chorage and the capture of the forts aban- 
doned. Two hulks that had been loaded with 
quartermaster and commissary stores, guard- 
ed by a detachment of cavalry with the expec- 
tation of making an immediate landing had 
the ports been captured, lay at the head of the 
reach, and it was decided that rather than un- 


load them, they should be towed dy 
the batteries to 1 point below. 
This duty was assigned to the 


steamer General Price. The river was nur 
row, the turn abrupt, and it was necessary to 
run within a hundred yards ot the Vicksburg 
batteries, which were mainly composed ot 
eight inch siege guns. The undertaking was 
one of no Httle danger. Fears were enter- 
tained at the time ali three vessels would be 
sunk. It was on this occasion that a deed of 
valor fully equaling, if not surpassing, that 
ot the Brave Briton, was accomplished.’ 

What was it?“ 

»The night was bright and star zaht when 
the Price, under full head of steam, with ber 


tow lashed alongside, came with 
in range of tho batteries. The 
gunboats had dropped down, in 


the meantime, and opened fire in the hope of 
drawing attention away from the tow, but it 
was to no purpose. The wooden vessels pre- 
sented such a tempting mark that every gua 
was turned at them. Fortunately they were sc 
close in running the bend that the sbells, with 
few exceptions, went over or merely passed 
through the upper works. There was many & 
close call, however, as our boilers were en 

tirely exposed, but each minute we were 


leaving danger behind, and the chances 
were improving in favor of our getting 
Safely to our anchorage below. I Was 


an officer of the Price, and was standing 
withthe Captain on thé hurricane deck. Our 
attention was suddenly calieal to immense 
columns of water in line between the batteries 
‘and ourselves, showing conclusively that an 
enemy’s shell was ricocheting directly for us, 
We had hardiy time tocontirm our opinion 
betore there was a crash. The shei) had struck 
us, and l was immediately sent to ascertain the 
Gamage.On my way tothe lower deck I encoun- 
tered the crew rusning attin the wildest con- 
sternation. Learning that the sheli had struck 
forward, I pushed my was in that direction, 


when, on reaching the  beiier-rootms, 1 
found a third assistant engineer stand- 
ing betore the fire-doors, with a 


deck bucket in his hand. He was cooliy delug- 
ing with water an eight- inch shell, which had 
just come aboard, passing through tue side 
andaheavy hog-beam inits way. The mis- 
sile had landed beneath the grate bars of the 
furnace, among the red-hot cinders. While 
the stokers and firemen on duty nad left their 
posts in abject fear he alone had remained to 
rake it out, and througb his presence of mind 
and beroism saved the ship and the lives of 
all on board.’’ 

A close call, surely,“ said the reporter. 
Les. Upon further investigation it was 
found tuat this shell had first struck the steam- 
er lashed to our port side, had passed througp 
the Quartermaster’s stores and through the 
bodies of rour horses before coming aboard of 
us and landing under our boilers. Had it re- 
mained another moment among the burning 
coais an explosion would have occurred which 
would have saerificed every life on Doard. Tne 
next dav the bushing was removed from the 
sheil, and the fuse, which was a ten-second 
one, was found to have burned to within an 
inch of its limit. It was sent to Washington, 
and was for many yearson exhibition at the 
Navy Department.’’ 

‘*Who is the hero?’’ 

‘‘In the excitement of war bravery was the 
rule, not the exception, and it is extremely 
doubtful if this truly heroic deed was received 
at the time with more than passing notice or 
whether the brave man’s name was ever her- 
alded beyond those who were personally cog- 
nizant ot it. It has long since been forgotten. 
I recali the circumstance so many years after 
its occurrence oniy to correct the erroneous 
impression that it is necessary to look abroad 
to learn of deeds ‘more gallant than anything 
of the sort ever before chronicled.’ ’’

Stephen Seeley, the Champion 
Confidence Man, Bagged. 


3 
How He Worked His Little Game in St. 
Louis—His Arrival From Pitts- 
burg This Morning. 


Stephen Seeley, the confidence man who 
arrived in this city this morning, in charge of 
Sergeant Frauk Watkins, Acting Chief of De- 
tectives, to answer charges of fraud and con- 
fidence, is the smoothest and most expert 
operator who ever made St. Louis 
his. headquarters for any length 
of time. He first came to the 
city in 1874 from the East. He represented 
himself at that time as an agent for family 
Bibles, and in fact did go around the city gell 
ing them by subscription. He continued this 
for some time, when finally his proclivities as 
a confidence operator began to appear. About 
thistime he made the acquaintance of two 
well-known st. Louis men, Bill Close and Mar- 
tin C. Burt. The latter already had acquired 


some considerable reputation as a confidence 
operator. The three men conspired with 
Seelay as the prime mover and leading spirit 
in all the tricks which were turned. They en- 
gaged three rooms in the city in which to 
conduct their business. One was on the south- 
west corner of Eighth and Olive streets, one 
on Fifth street over Steers’ furnishing 
goods house, and one on Locust street 
between Seventh and Eighth. After swindling 
a number of people on various pretences, they 
finally got after a German saloon keeper doing 
business on Franklin avenue, corner of Sixth 
street. The German was known to have con- 
siderable money and the three men set about 
to detraud him of a portion of it. Close took 
a room at the Park Hotel, Twelfth 
and Olive streets, representing himself as a 
broker. Burt went tothe German and repre- 
sented that a friend of his was negotiating for 
a valuable patent and told giowing stories as 
toits worth. The German was interested aod 
finally went to Close’3 room with Burt to talk 
over the matter of investing some money. The 
two men told him that a person of their 
acquaintance had a patent which only needed 
money to make it a great success. The friend 
referred to was Seeley, who lived at No. 1404 
Warren street with his wife. The 
SNIDE BROKER : 

told the German that be had already offered 
8 , tor his patent, but 

he had held out for 
$)0,000. After Close and Burt had 
aroused the German toa sufficient pitch of 
interest Burt took him to Seeley's house. Ne- 
gotiations between him anda the German then 
opened and a great deal of haggling done as 
to the price. The German already knew that 
Close had offered $6,000 for the patent, and 
upon that basis the trio of swind- 
lers laia their plan. Seeley was 
a very smooth talker, and finally agreed to sell 
the patent to the German for $3,500, of which 
$1,600 was to be cash and the balance secured 
by amortgage and note. The German, who 
already h the Assurance that he could 
sell the patent to Close for 36, 000, 
thought he could easily make $2,500 by 
the operation so he readily took the profered 
bite. He drew a check for 81,50, and took it 
to a bank to haveitcashed. In his good spir- 
its he teld the paying teller what a lucky streak 
of fortune he had run against and 
how much he was going to make. 
The teller smelled something roten 
and he told him he had better consult wit the 
officials at the Four Courts before consummat- 
ing the trade. The German then looked with 
u cooler eye on the afair and took the udviee 
given him. Ile told the story to the Ohief of 
Detectives, who sent Pat Lawler 
and Hugh O'Neill to watch the case. The trace 
was to have bcen consummated at the Germans 
nome on Franklin avenue. Tne mermcwere on 
hand at the proper time, and O’ Neti] and Law 
ler stationed in the back parlor with the fold 
ing door ajar so they could hear the conver- 
sation. Theresult was that Seely was ar- 
rested on the charge of fraud and 
the German was left in possession of his 
money. Au effort was made to indicte Seeley, 
but it Was impossibie. He was r geod and sent 
out of town. This occured in 1879. 

THE GANG WAS BROKEN UP, 
Awong Other deals they made while together 
was turning a trick on Aa man 
named Schmidt. They got bim in 
the room over Steer’s, on Fifth street, and 
euchered him out of $890 in cash and soma val- 
vable diamondgon a ‘‘hog game’’ of faro. 
Endeavors were made to gobble Seely, but by 
his sleek manner he always escaped. The 
charge which Seeley was brought from Pits: 
burg to auswer is well-known, In Amgust, 
1880, he answered an advertisement of Obaries 
M. Morris, of Kirkwood, woo destred to gomto 
business. By his plausibility he managed to 
get £2,000 from Morris and escapeds The case 
was presented to the grand jury and 
an indictment tound against him. His 
whereabouts were not discovered 
until about ten days ago when he was found to 
bein Pittsburg. Chief of Detectives Watkins 
secured the necessary papers and went atter 
him. The Chief and his slick prisoner arrived 
at the Union Depot at 8o’clock tbis morning 
over the Vandalia route. A reporter of the 
PoOST-DISPATCH met them and Chief Watkins 
told him an amuSing story of his experience on 
the rabhrond. Yesterday while traveling 
through Ohio, some countryman asked who 
it was Watkins had in charge. In tun the 
conductor replied that it was Frank James. 
This was enough and the news spread. By 
the time the train reached Oolumbus 
a crowd had gathered atthe depot to view the 
notorious Missouri bandit. At Evansville over 
600 people were at the depot, and as the train 
stopped as many as possible filed through the 
car to get a look at the Chief and his prisoner.
